A. S. Melton, of the Maryland Inter- 
scholastic League, which embraces IS 
Baltimore high schools and prep 
schools, recently wrote George Wash- 
ington authorities saying the Haiti 
more representatives would be glad to 
accept any invitation offered to com- 
pete in the affair here.

Baltimore. Washington and Virginia 
schools will be invited.

Eight games 
will be run off from 10 o’clock to G 
p. m. on that day. Friday at 1 p. m. 
the first game of four will be played.

the semifinal : rounds will be played 
beginning at S p. m 
The final of the. tournament will be 
staged on Saturday afternoon at :: 
o’clock. In all, there will be 15 games 
played in the tournament. There will 
be two afternoon sessions and one 
night session. 

The G. W. Club stipulates that t?fe 
basketball teams entered shall be n 
stricted to eight, that each boy be un- 
del* the age of 20, and that the boy- 
be certified as bona fide students it 
good standing in the school for which 
they arc playing. 

The fact that the. Baltimore school- 
boy title event is just as close as that 
which Washington is now si aging 
means that considerable interest w ill 
be manifest ed in the tournament, 
which will be held after the Baltimore 
and Washington ; champions are de- 
clared.
